TT th not ek. chas this Place has obtain d the Name 


of Florence the Fair. Nothing can be more pleaſant than 
its Situation, as we ſaw it, and the Country on all ſides of it, 
from the Top of the Cupola of the Dome. It ſtands in the mid- 


dle of a fine fertile Plain, all planted with Vines, ec. That 
again encompaſs d almoſt round with Hills, whoſe Bottoms are 


very agreeably enliven'd with a great number of pleaſant Villa's of 


the Nobility, and'other private Houſes. The Riyer Arno runs 


thro' the City, and has four handſome Bridges over it: one of 
which is particularly celebrated; it was made by Ammanati; 
the Arches of it, after a Riſe of a few Feet from the Place whence 


they ſpring, are turned in the form of a Cycloid; a Particularity 
which they ſay no other Bridge in the World has. It is all of 


fe white Marble; and there are four Statues of the ſame, re- 
| ping the four Seaſons; two placed at each end of the Bridge: | 


whole is very fine, and I have therefore given A Draught of 


it, as taken with great Exactneſs by Signor Galilei, the Great 
Duke's Architect above mentioned, who is a moſt excellent Ar- 


tiſt, and a Perſon the moſt obliging, the moſt comiunicative, 


andd of the greateſt Givility in all reſpects that I think we met 
with in our Travels; he was ſome time here in England, and 
expreſſes a particular Reſpect for the Engliſb. He was very ſer- 
vicecable to us upon many accounts, both while we were at 


Florence, and after we leſt it. 


The Streets are pay'd with broad flat Storch, a the Mariner i 


of the old Roman Ways. * Abundance of very good Statues are 


interſpers d in the publick parts of the City; eie antique; 
others by Michael Angelo, Baccio Bandinelli, ohn de Bo- 


Donatelli, and other eminent Sculptors. 
The Palaces are ſome of them very noble: All of then al- 


moſt, adorn d after the true Tuſean Manner, with the heavy 
ruſtick Charges: This, in the largeſt Buildings, has a very good 
Effect; but, not ſo good in the ſmall ones. In all, it ſeems to 


me to agree much better with the flat parts than with the Pillars.

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the Churches in Iraly, (but more, I think, in this City than 
others) that the Front, which has been teſety'd to a more than 


ordinary degree of Ornament, has often fail d of having any at 


all: So that many of them we ſee wholly in the rough, expect 
ing ſuch Finery as never yet has happen d to he beſtow'd upon 
them. That of the Dome continued for a long time ſo, till at 

laſt at the Marriage of the late Prince Ferdinaud, it came off 

with Painting inſtead of Porphyry. All the reſt of the Church 

(and tis very large) is overlaid quite round with Marble, the Pan- 
nels white, with Borders of a darker Colour; and the reſt of 
the Ornaments diſpoſed with a very agreeable Fancy. ls firſt 
Architect was Arnolfo di Cambio, Dilciple of Cimabue, who was 
the firſt Reſtorer of Painting in Italy. 

Tho the fine Taſte of Architecture as well as Painting Was 
then in its Infancy, that Church may truly be called a beautiful 
Structure. The Cupola Was made ſome time after, in a better 
Taſte of Architecture, by Brynelleſcha, the greateſt Man of his. 
Time, and now highly celebrated in Florence. This Cupola 
was the firſt in 1ta/y, raisd upon another Building, as Signor 


Ealilei told us, and when the Architect made his Propofal for 


doing it, it was recciy'd with Surprize, and look d upon as 4 
thing not to be done by any other Art than that of Magick. 


However, he compleated i it according to his Scheme; and it has: Fo 


been as it were the Parent of the great Numbers that have been 
made ſince. It was particularly ftudied-by Mich. Angelo, when. 
he ſet about that of S. Peters at Rome, and while he was: conſi- 


dering it, he declar d, that juſt ſuch àa one as That he would not 


make, and a better he could not: — come te non vaglio, meglio 
di te non poſſo.

When M. Angelos Reputation was raiſed to a great height, 
his Adverſaries, envious of his Fame, had no other way left to 
leſſen it, than by comparing his Works with the Antique, and 
endeavouring to ſhew how far he fell ſhort of the Antients: he 
took a Reſolution of putting the Skill of his Judges to the Teſt, 


and made this Barthis, &c. When the Work Was perfected, he 


broke off the right Hand. which holds a Cup, and laid it by in 
his Cloſet; the reſt of the Figure he buried, and let it lie ſome 
time in the Ground: At a proper Opportunity, Workmen 


were order d to dig as for other purpoſes, in another part 


of the Ground, and to carry on their Work ſo, that they 
muſt of courſe come to the Place where the Statue was hid: 
they did ſo, and found it; and by direction talk d of it in ſuch 


manner, as that it might come early to the Ear of ſome of 


his Adverſaries; who were not long in going to view the 
new Diſcovery 3 ; and, when they had cleanſed the Earth

Theſe, according to ſome, are of the kind which were called 
Sortes Præneſtinæ, uſed in Divination; a ſort of Lots, which 
were put into a Box, each having its particular Mark, and were 
drawn out by a Boy: But to me they ſeem rather to be the Te/-- 
ſeræ Militares ; which were a ſort of Tallies made fometimes 


of Copper, as theſe are, ſometimes of Silver, and ſometimes 


Ivory, having a particular Inſcription, either of a ſingle Word, 
or of a Sentence; which, at the ſetting their Night- Guards, was 
given from one Centurion to another, quite thro the Army, till. 
it came again to the Tribune who at firſt deliver d it. The like 
were alſo, made uſe of at the beginning of Engagements; at 
which time the Word. or Sentence was communicated by the 
General to the chief Officers, and by them to the whole Army; 
juſt. before the Onſet. This kind of Tally was alſo deliyerd'to 
every Soldier, to diſtinguiſh him from the Enemy. Among the 
ſeveral Figures we ſee in the Romay Standards, on the Trajan 
and Antonine Pillars, (beſides the Manu or Aquila, &c. which:

Beſides theſe, and abundance of other Antiquities, (ſome of 
Thich are frequent in other Collections) there are a great many 
modern Curioſities, which for brevity I omit.  . 

The fourth is chiefly furniſh'd with moſt elaborate Pieces of 
Painting of the Durch and Flemiſh Maſters, finiſh'd to a Miracle: 
And in the ſame Room are two Pieces of Wax-work very curi- 

ous; one repreſenting a Plague; the other a Vault full of Car- 
caſſes, in the ſeveral degrees of Putrefaction: No very pleaſant 
Sight, but ſurpriſing and admirable for the Work. 


Within that, is the Mathematical Chamber, furniſh' d with Ma- 


| thematical Inſtruments of all ſorts. 
A Globe and Sphere of a vaſt Size. 


A Loadſtone that bears up between forty: and fifty pound 


weight. 
On the Walls of this Room are painted the Maps of the Great 
Duke's Dominions. 

The next Room is furniſhed with Pictures of the moſt celebra- 
ted Florentine, and ſome: other great Maſters, with curious and 
coſtly. Cabinets, Tables inlaid with Marbles, and other richer 
Stones: In the making of theſe. they excel much at Florence. 
The Grand Dake keeps a great number of Men continually em- 
ploy'd in Works of this kind. One of theſe Tables repreſents 
the old Port of Leghorn inlaid in Lapis Laguli. Many other 
Curioſities there are of that ſort. But, what they always reſerve 
for the Buon Boccone, to make up your mouth with, is the glo- 
rious octangular Room called the Tribuna, which looks like a little 


Temple inhabited by Goddeſſes; for theſe are what preſent them- 


ſelves firſt to view at the Entrance. The Vault of the Roof 
is adorn'd with circular Pieces of Mother of Pearl ſet in a rich 
Ground: The Windows, Cryſtal; at leaſt what they call ſo: 

[They are at a great height above the Eye.] The Floor delicately 
paved with the fineſt Marbles. The Walls are hung with Crim-

In the middle ſtands a moſt rich Table of Lapis Lazuli, ant 
other Stones of very beautiful Colours, and moſt delicately ſet 
together. Round this Table ſtand ſix admirable Statues, all of 
white Marble; ; three of them are of Venus, in different Atti- 
tudes: One of them ſoon diſtinguiſhes herſelf to be THE VE- - 
NVS OF MEDICIS, ſo well known by the Copies in England. 
and all over Europe. To attempt a Deſcription'of this Miracle 
of Sculpture, would be to injure it: "Tis enough that it is the 
moſt beautiful part of the Creation repreſented in the moſt ex- 


quiſitely beautiful Manner. If the other two have not ſo many 


Beauties as this, they have more than are to be found in moſt 
others; and two excellent Statues they are; more eſpecially the 
Venus Urania, which ſtands on the left hand of it, and is much 
of the ſame Size: The other, [Venus Victrix] which ſtands on 
the right, is about a foot higher, much in the ſame Attitude with 
the famous one; but her right hand with an Apple in it is brought 
over her Head: The Head of this was reſtor d by Hercole Ferrati. 
I meaſur'd the famous one, and found it to be five foot two 
Inches high: I obſerv'd ſome Remains of Gilding between the

Theſe four capital Statues were caſt in Copper, exceeding 
well, by Signor So/dani, for the Duke of Marlborough, and are 
now at Blenheim. When my Lord Parker was at Florence, 
and greatly delighted with theſe Statues, Signor Pietro Cipriani, 
an excellent Artiſt, and formerly a Scholar of -Soldani, and 
his Aſſiſtant in caſting thoſe Statues for the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough, undertook to make for him Copies in Copper of the 
Venus and Faanus ; which he engaged ſhould at leaſt equal Sol- 


dani s, and be the moſt exact that ever were made. He had 


Moulds of the ſeveral parts of them, and only deſired that Leave 

might be obtained from the Great Duke for him to have -Re- 
courſe to the Originals, for the more exact putting the Parts to- 
gether (for want of which, Caſts often differ more from the 


Originals, than one would caſily imagine; as has happen'd par- 


ticularly in moſt of the Caſts of this Venus.) My Lord agreed 
with Cipriani, obtained the Great Duke's Leave, as he deſired; 
and Cipriani has done them, and ſent them to England; nor has 
he failed in his Engagement. My Lord like wiſe had Caſts made 
in Copper of the Buſts of Plautilla and Gera, which are in the 
great Gallery there, and they are performed admirably well; and, 
of the Plautilla, my Lord has not only the Copper Caſt, but 
the very Mould, which was made on purpoſe for him, with the 
Leave of his Royal Highneſs; who inſiſted that the Mould ſhould 
not be left at Florence, for the Caſt to become common there, 
but ſhould: either be broken to pieces, or carried away by my 
Lord; his Lordſhip was not long in determining upon the later, 
and accordingly brought it into England. | 
At the ſame time that Soldani was making the Caſts for the 
Duke of Marlborough, Signor Baratti, a Sculptor in good

of Tiberius in a Turcoiſe Stone, are all very curious; and ſo are 
a vaſt many more ſmaller pieces of Antiquity, which are moſt 
agreeably diſpos d on Shelves round this rich Cabinet. Beſides 
all this, there is a hidden Treaſure, which Signor Bianchi was 
ſo obliging as to lay open to us, of the greateſt Variety of curious 
Veſſels of Rock-Cryſtal, wrought in ſeveral Shapes, of Baſons, 
Boats, Caskets, Beakers, e&#c. adorn'd, ſome with very fine Fi- 


gures, others with Foliage, Ofc. many fine Wen of ws he 
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uli, Omæ, Azate, and many other curious Stofles- Some 


of thoſe in Rock-Cryſtal, wronght in ſuch manner as to appear 
like a very fine Baſſo-Relievo without, and ſcarce inferior to the 

beſt Antique, are the Work of Valerius de Belli, more com- 

monly called The Vicentine, from Vicenza, the Place of his 
Birth: He flouriſhed in the Time of Clement VII. and upon one 
of theſe Veſſels he has put his Name, with the Time When he

The Rape of the Sabine Woman, by John ae Bologna, lar 
ger than the Life, is (I think) inferior to few of the Antique: 


The Soldier who carries her off has another Figure under him, 
between his Legs: They are all three cut out of one Block of 


white Marble. 


The other noble Statues diſpers di in niche publick parts of the 
City, ſome modern, ſome antique, have likewiſe been deſcrib'd* 


by others: They do exceedingly beautify and enliven the City. 


From the great Gallery (lately mention'd) to the Palazzo - 
Pitti, now the Reſidence of the Great Duke, is a Corridore, or 
Gallery of wanne half a mile long, and goes acroſs 


the River. 
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This fine Palace was built by a 8 of Florence, whoſe Palazze + 
Name it bears ; but he having over-built himſelf, it was purchas'd *'*: 


by one of the Great Dukes, and has ſince continued to be their 
Reſidence... It ãs built about three ſides: of a Court; the fourth 


is open to the Garden call'd Bobali. A Portico of the Doric 
Order goes all along the three ſides below, two others go over 
them, one of the Ionic, the other of the Corinthian Order. 


Along one of theſe there goes an Iron Balcony, in which they 


ſhew'd us a part which had not been well join d; and this they 
told us ſeparates conſiderably in cold Weather, and reunites Cor 


comes cloſe again] in hot. The ſwelling of Metals in hot Wea- 


ther, and ſhrinking in cold, has been obſerved by the Curious, to 
de in a ſmall proportion; poſſibly it may be the great Length of 
this Balcony that may make the Alteration more viſible here. 
So that what is almoſt inſenſible in a Foot of Metal, may be con- 


ſiderable in the Length of a Court. 


In the Court is a pretty Grotta, with Cupid as ſwimming, and 
a. Statue of Moſes in Porphyry. In the ſame Court are the 


Statues of Hercules and Antæus, the ſame Attitude with thoſe 


Figures in the Reverſe of a Medal of Antoninus Pius. This is 
one among nine which the Great Duke has of the twelve Labours 


of Hercules; the Reverſes of ſo many Medals of Antoninus 
Pius. Thoſe of the Stymphalides, the Ane, and Geryon, 
are wanting.

An extraordinary Diſtich chis, to be cut, in ſo ſumptuous a 
manner, in the Portico of ſuch a noble Palace | 
There lies neglected on one ſide this Court a Loadſtone, about 
five foot long, four broad, and three deep: They told us they 
were forc d to burn it, to diminiſh its Attraction, which was 
ſo violent, that it drew the Iron Bars out of the Windows, Bal- 
conies, &c. True Italian 
The Great Duke has a Loadſtone of three Tenths of a Grain, 
which draws above a hundred twenty one Grains, which is four 
„„ hundred times more than its own Weight: It was ſet by Quare 
the famous Watchmaker of London, and ſent by him to his 
Royal Highneſs in the Vear 1703. The Stone, as I was told by 
Signor Beneditto Breſciami, the Great Duke's Library-Keeper, 
is perforated, and has an Iron Wire paſſing thro? it, which aug- 
ments its Attraction. 

I .t is allow'd (I think) among the Virtuoſi, hes the ſmaller a 
Loadſtone is, its proportional Attraction is the greater; the larger 
being only as it were an Aſſemblage of ſmall ones, whoſe Poles 
often croſſing one another, do make the Attraction leſs in pro 
ꝓortion to the Bulk of the whole Mass. | 

The Figure of this ſmall Loadſtone is given in the Plate op- 
poſite to Page: 313, as Signor Galilei, who drew it from the Ori- 
ginal, gave it to me, and which, as he told me, the Great Duke 
us d always to keep in his own Cuſtody. The . is alſo 
added in the Draught. \

The Apartments in this Palace are very handſome, and finely 


ſiniſnd: The Cielings of ſome of them are admirably painted by 


Pietro da Cortona, and pleas d me the moſt of any of his Works 
that I have ſeen. It was incumbent on Pietro to ſhew his utmoſt 
Skill at Florence; where at that time were ſome ready enough 
to have taken notice of any Defect in his Performances; as may 
be ſuppos d, if a Story they tell there be true. When the Great 
Duke (ent to Rome for Pietro to do this Work, one of the Flo- 


rentine Painters (I think it was Giovanni di S. Giovanni) being 


piqued at it, ſet to work to ſhew him at his Entrance into the 
Town how little need there was to ſend for a foreign Painter to 
Florence, and painted a Piece of Freſco,” which ſtill remains, and 
is indeed very fine, upon the outſide of a Houſe that juſt fronts 


vou as you come in at the Roman Gate: And it was not 


without its Effect. Pietro did (as was expected) immediately 
caſt his Eye upon it as he enter d the Gate; and ſeeing a Perfor- 
mance, which ſhew'd itſelf to be new, ask d who did it: They 
told him, it was an ordinary Painter they had among them, na- 
ming him. Ay, ſays he, If ſuch are your ordinary Painters, 
'there's no buſineſs for me here; and (as the Story goes) turn'd 
back again immediately: nor was it without repeated and preſ- 
ſing Inſtances that he was induced to return to Florence. At laſt 
he was prevail d upon, and painted the Cielings I have mention- 
ed: And Giovanni di S. Giovanni was employ d in the Summer- 
Apartments below, in which he ſucceeded admfeably well. 

Santi di Tito, I think, did ſome part. Theſe Summer-Apart- 
ments are vaulted with Stone, high and ſpacious, Cielings and 
Walls all painted; and are much the fineſt of the kind I have any 
where ſeen. In one of theſe Apartments is kept the Picture of 
my Lord Somers, painted by Sir Godfrey Kneller. Sir Godfrey 
told me once, that upon the Arrival of this Picture at Florence, 
the Great Duke ſaid, © The Queen of England promis d to ſend 
« me the Pickure of the Preſident of her Council, but ſhe 
< has ſent me the Preſident of her Council Himſelf.” The Flo- 


rentine Maſters don't ſeem much to reliſh it, but I think theres 
none there now can make ſo good a one. The Paintings in this 


Palace are very numerous, and many of them exquiſitely fine. I 
forbear entring into the Particulars, this having been done by 
others ; and particularly of late by Mr, Richardſon. | |

The Library of this Palace is a ſpacious handſome Apartment, 
and furniſh'd with many valuable Books and Manuſcripts: But 
the principal one for Manuſcripts is that of S. Lorenzo, a beau- 
tiful Structure, delign'd by Mich. Angels. | 
Ihe fine Chapel of S. Lorenzo has been deſcrib'd by ſeveral ; 
fo that 1 ſhall fay the leſs gf it: It is an Octagon: The Height 
of the Chapel is about twice the Diameter; the Diameter is forty 
eight Palms, and the height ninety cight. There is another 
thing in it uncommon : tho it is a regular Octagon in the upper 
part; in the lower, four of the Sides are brought ſo much for- 
ward, as almoſt to foxm a Square; a ſmall part only of the Angles 


being cut off. That I may he the better underſtood, I have added 


a little Scheme, wherein the continued Lines repreſent the Sides 
of the Octagon above, and the prick d Lines the four Sides

The Palace of the Marcheſe Riccardi, who is a very affable 
courteous Gentleman, is very magnificent in Structure, and as 
rich in Furniture. The Magazines of Plate they ſhew'd us in five 
or ſix Preſſes reaching from bottom to top of a high Room, ſur- 
paſſed all I ever ſaw belonging to a private Perſon, There is a 
Gallery, finely painted in Freſco by Luca Giordano.

There is a modern Inſcription in Marble, made by the famous 
Satvini, Doctor of Laws, declaring what Emperors,. Kings, 


Popes, and other Princes have been entertained in that Palace. 


We had ſeveral times. the. Pleaſure of-this-learned Doctors Com- 
pany, which is as entertaining as it is improving. If he has that 
Quality of a Scholar to be regardleſs of -Nreſs,. he is perfectly free 
from others which are frequent, that is, Moroſeneſs, Pride, and 


Re ſervedneſs: He is facetious, affable, and communicative. Be- 


ſides his great Knowledge of the Civil Law, and other uſeful parts 
of: Learning, he is particularly eminent for his profound Skill in 
the Claſſical Greek; and among the modern Languages, has 
made himſelf ſo much a Maſter.of Exgliſb, as to read any thing 
Extempore out of that into Italian, &c. It was he that tranſla- 


ted Mr. Addiſon's Cato into Italian; which he did fo well, that 
Mr. Addiſon himſelf declared it was the beſt Tranſlation. he 
ever ſaw. He likewiſe ſhew'd us ſome parts of Miltons Para- 


diſe Loft, which he had occaſionally.. turg'd into Talian; and 


they read admirably well in that harmonious Language.

It was Philip Strozzi, of an antient and rich Famil y in Flo. 


rence, who, with others, endeavouring after the Death of Clement 
VII. to deliver themſelves from the exorbitant Power of Alexan- 


der de Medicis, by expelling him from Florence ; and falling in 


that Attempt, procured him to be aſſaſſinated: But the cutting 
off Alexander prov'd more fatal to the Liberty of the Florentines, 


than the Diſappointment and the Diſcovery of the whole Con- 


ny would have been. The Death of Alexander made room 
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for Coſino, a Perſon much better qualified than he was, to ſettle |

a new Soyercignty, which he did, and became the firſt Great 
Duke of Florence. He beat the Malecontents; Strozzi was 
made a Priſoner, and believing that his Enemy would poiſon 


him, or put him to an ignominious Death, reſolved to kill him. 


ſelf. Before he executed that violent Reſolution, he made his 


Will; wherein he orders and intreats his Children to dig up his 


Bones oat of the Place where they ſhall lie in Florence, and to 
get them tranſported to Venice; that, fince he cannot be ſo happy 
as to be in a free City when he dies, he may enjoy that Bleſhng 
after his Death, and his Aſhes may reſt in peace, out of the Con- 
queror's Dominions. He'then engray'd upon the Mantle-piece of 
his Chimney, with the point of the ſame Dagger wherewith he 
afterwards kill'd himſelf, this Verſe of Virgil: 


Exoriare aliquis noſtris ex obus L. Hor. 
May ſome Avenger from my Aſhes riſe! 


All which was faithfully executed by his Children, who remo- 
ved his Bones according to his Will; and then, to proſecute their 
Revenge, went into France, and engaged in the Service of the 
French King, againſt the Emperor Charles the Vth, who had 
founded the Dominion of the Medici at Florence. © HE 
 Balgzac, who gives this part of the Account, [Eutretien 34. 
C. 6.7] further adds, that the ſame Philip Strogs:, in the begin- 
ning of his Will, expreſſes a great Confidence in Goy's Mercy, 
hoping He will forgive him for killing himſelf; ſince he did it 
like a Man of Honour, to maintain his Liberty, [ex homme 
A Honncur, are Balzac's Words ;] being of opinion, that when a 
Freeman has loſt That, he may lawfully die. | 

It was at the Battle of Marone, near Florence, that Philip 


Strogzi was made Priſoner. We ſaw inthe Houſe of the Caya- 


lier Strozs# in Florence, the Repreſentation of that Engagement, 
and likewiſe of ſeveral others, between the Medici 11 Goo 22, 
painted on the Friezes of the Apartments.

At the Palace of the Marquis Rzdo/f we ſaw in the Garden a pal. Rido 


Coloſſal Statue of Hercules, en, out of an Uter : his Club 
reſting on his Thigh.

us was eighteen Bracci, about ſix and thirty feet. I meaſurd 


the Foot, and found it to be five foot Engliſh.

In the Palace we ſaw a Battle of the „of nine foot 
by ſix, 'which the Marquis was pleas'd to value at ten thouſand 
Crowns.

At the Palazzo Genin we fav a fine Collection of Pictures, 
| which I won't trouble the Reader with particularizing. 


| At the Palace of the Senator Buonarata, we ſaw two Books Pal. Buona- 
filled with Sketches of Architecture, deſigned by Mich. Angelo, ta. 


Who was his Anceſtor ; and the Ritratto of Mich. Angelo him- 
ſelf, by Bronzmo Vecchio. 

Here we were ſhewn ſome af the fineſt of thoſe ſort of Prints 
which imitate. Drawings, that ever I ſaw ; they were made after 
Deſigns of Raphael, Titian, Parmegiano, Mecharino, and 
others; fome by Mecharing himſelf, excellent; others by Ra. 
phael da Regio, Barthol. Carialano da Bologna, and Rarmegiano. 


At the Caſo Gaagj are many pieces of Antiquity, Inſcriptions, 


Statues, and Buſts, but not diſpoſed in proper Order, the Houſe 


not being inhabited. Among the reſt is an old Copper Laoc oon, 


and ſeveral pieces of old Taſcan Copper Statues. 
In one of the Rooms we ſaw ſeveral pieces of Marble; upon 
which, when joined together, there had been Plans drawn of the 


Floor of ſome Palace or other Building : Upon ſeveral of them, 


Numbers were cut, which probably expreſſed in feet the Dimen- 
fions of the reſpective Rooms in the Plan. 
Here we ſaw Octauius Strada's Series of the Emperors, done 
in the Manner of thoſe mention d in the Fatican L but: 
theſe are in purple Ink. K. At 
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At the Palace of the Cavalier Gaburri is a fine Collection of 
Drawings, ſome antique Statues, and fome good Pictures: He 
has the original Drawings of the famous Madonna del Sacto,: by 
Anarea del Sarta: and of part of the Cupola of the Dome, by 
Fed. Zuscaro; alſo a Drawing of the Marcus Aurelius on korſe- 
back, from the Statue in the Capitol, by Giulio Romano. The 
Summer- Apartments below are painted in Freſco, Architecture, 
and Landskape, very pleaſant. . TAI a7 
The Gentlemen of Florence are very ſociable in a ſober way. 
They have a nightly Aſſembly in a Houle they have taken for that 
purpoſe, where the ſeveral Apartments are aſcertain'd for Play or 
Converſation. There are Perſons attending to furniſh iced Li- 
quors, Coffee, & . From hence they go, ſome to the Ladies 
f Academies. Afſemblics, ' and Card-Tables; ſome to the Academics of the 
= - Virtuoſi, of which there are two: One intitled della Cruſca, and 
1 the other known by the general Title of / Academia Fiorentina. 
We were preſent one Night at the later: The Exerciſe began with 
a Recital of Epigrams, and other little Poems, ſome in Italian, 
ſome in Latin; and they were as cager who ſhould repeat firſt; 
as the Boys are at the Weſtminſter Election with their extempore

Ihe Academia della Cruſta have 905 their Hadid or Device, 

a Mill: They take the Title of Cruſca, or Bran, as profeſſing 
themſelves to ſeparate and clear the fine Flower from It, i. e. the 
uſeful and valuable from that which is not ſo; as there are ſome 
other Academies in Italy which take their Title from ſome De- 
fect or Imperfection, which it is their Endeavour to deliver them- 
ſelves from, and ſtudy its Oppoſite; as Otiaſi, Oſcuri, Qftnari, &c. 

The People of Florence are very highly tax d; there is an Im- 
poſition laid upon every thing they either wear or eat: And to 
keep the People in awe, and reſtrain them from entring into any 

ſeditious Diſcourſes, there were, when we were there, Spies in 
all Companies; by which his Royal Highneſs was acquainted 
with every thing that paſſed; and the Cannon in the Caſtle, 
which were planted towards the City, were always ready charg d, 
in caſe of any popular Inſurre&ion. _ - | 

His Royal Highneſs [Coſmo III. J was about eighty Years old 
when we were there : His State of Health was then ſuch'as would 

not allow his going abroad; but whilft he could do that; he viſited 
five or fix Churches every days: I was told he had a Machine 
inhisown Apartment, whereoh were fix d little Images in Silver, 

of every Saint in the Kalendar. The Machine was made to turn 
ſo as ſtill to preſent in front the Saint of the Day; before which 
he continually perform d his Offices. His Hours of eating and 

going to bed were very early, as was likewiſe his Hour of riſing. 
He never came near any Fire; and at his coming out of his Bed- 
chamber, had an adjacent Room warm d only by the Breath of 
ſuch Attendants as were to be always ready there againſt his riſing. 
His Zeal was great for gaining Proſelytes to the Romzſh Church; 

and he allow d conſiderable Stipends to ſome of our Nation, FT 
had been brought over by that Expedient.

ſtipulas. as tho there were a burning Furnace under, ſmo- 
„ thers and ſmokes, will make Water hot, and ſet Straw on 
ec fire.” But the People there affirm it to be a ſort of Lambent 
Flame, and without Smoke, ſo that in the Day-time nothing is 
ſieen there of it. And I myſelf, once before paſſing by that way, 
in the Day: time, ſaw not the leaſt Appearance of Smoke there, 
tho' I took particular Notice; the Poſtilion fhewing me the 
Place, where he ſaid there appear d Fire in the Night. And a 
Milaneſꝰ Baron travelling in company with us at the ſame time, 
before we came to the Place, had told us, that ſomewhere there- 
abouts, a Fire appear d in the Night, but he did not know whe- 


ther it were not then too light to ſee it. One thing indeed is to 


be conſider d, That the Temper of this Place may vary, as that of 
Mount Veſuwius does; which burns not, nor fmokes alike at 
all times, and ſometimes not at all: And further, That, thro 
ſome difference in the Pabulum, this may be ſupplied with at 
different times, when there is Fire there it may be more or leſs 
groſs, and emit more or leſs Smoke. 1 
At Fiorengola (a little Town, but wall'd, as I remember) a 
poor Capuchin had taken poſfeſſion of a Bed, and was juſt got 
Warm in it, When we came to the Inn. But upon our Arrival, 
they rouz d the poor Fellow to make room for one of our Com. 
pany: Thoſe: Gentry pay little or nothing for what they have, 
and Money was better to the Hoſt than a String of Ave Maria g. 
After we had left Fiorengola, we went over the Mounts Li. 
voli and Redicoſa, the later a bad Paſſage. Theſe are parts of 
the Appennine ſtill. Soon after, we came to Felligari, a ſmall 
Town ; a little on this ſide of it, we left the Great Duke's Domi- 


nions, and enter d the Bologneſe:; There were ſome Altars on 


the Road - ſide. 22 
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EE E City itſelf lies much'upon 2 Flat, f but has on one ny 


of it ſeveral” conſiderable Eminences; as that on which 
40 noble Convent of S. Michued in Boſco ſtands, that of the 
\Capuchins, and others: From each of theſe we have very fine 


view, not only of the City itſelf, but of the vaſt Plain of Lom- 


 bardy beyond it; which looks in the nearer part like a perfect 


Wood, as ſhewing at one view the many Rows of Trees which 


the Vines run up; ſome encompaſſing, others running croſs the 
Fields: The Plain goes off at a Diſtance not unlike the Sca; for 
the Surface, as the Diſtance increaſes, appeaxs ſmoother, by the 
leſſening of the Objects that are upon it, ſtill as they go off from 
the Sight, which has no other Bounds than what the Convexity 
of the Globe gives it. I have here e a Sketch of the 
Situation of this Citx.

The poorer; ſort (tho in ſo rich a Country, 
that aboundls almoſt with every thing that even Luxury can deſire 


or wiſh for) do in a manner ſubſiſt upon the Biſcotti, as they 


call there the roaſted Cheſnuts, witichthe, Huckſicrs.roaft in the 

Streets all about:the ITW. 

All the principal Streets of the chy. and many of alc leſſer 
ones, have on each ſide a handſome Portico, after the Manner of 


that in Covent. Garen Some Porticos are of one Order of 


Fillars, ſome of andther; ſome oddly fancied, of no regular Or- 


der. The Entrance into the Palaces (of which there is a great 


Number in this City) is generally very pleaſant: Vou ſee at once 
from the Street into the Gardens quite through the whole Houle, 


which is often built round a Court: The. Diſpoſition of the 


Pillars is handfome, with a Mixture of Statues ſometimes, and 
Greens, to enliventhe Proſpect; and oſten a perſpective Painting 
on a Wall, at the further end, to continue it. The Front on the 


Outſide is generally well built, and in ſome muſt be called fine;

Floors, as in other parts of Italy. The Paintings in the Palaces, 
but more eſpecially in the Churches, are. vaſtly numerous, and 
many of them exceeding fine, by the beſt Maſters of the Lom- 
bard Schook which the Yrtuoſe of the Place are ſo hardy as to 
prefer not only to the Venetian, but even to the Roman itſelf : 


So much I believe may be allow d, that no one Family ever ſent 


out ſo many. great Diſciples as that of the Caracci did, of whoſe 


excellent Works there is great plenty. | 
The Churches are ſome of them very fine; but, after having 


ſaid ſo much of thoſe at Rome and Naples, Cc. I ſhall forbear 
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enlarging upon thoſe of this City. The Convents: are many of 


them exceeding magnificent, particularly that of the Dominican, 


the Oliuetans, and the Carthuſians. The two laſt are a little 
way out of Town.

All of them have ſome Employment for their vacant Hours.

Theſe (as ſeveral other Orders) eat noFleſh; riſe at Midnight, and 
keep Silence; two or three Days in the Week they dine e, 

ther in the Refectory, the other Days ſeparate, in their Cells. 
It were endleſs to enter into Particulars of the moſt excellene; 
Paintings in the Churches, conventual and others; beſides, that 
there is a printed Book: which gives ſome Account of them all.

Line. But tho the Latitude of Bo/ogna were changed, to ſerve 
his purpoſe, he wanted ſtill another Expedient, when he ima- 
gined the Noon - Point of the Line could be always the ſame. 
Every Point in the Line where the Sun's Ray at any time falls 
thro this Hole is a Noon- Point, but never exactly the ſame 
any two days together nor can ever be directly under the Hole, 


in a Place that is not within the Tropicks. The Situation of 


the Church is almoſt South and North, and not almoſt Eaſt and 
Weſt, as that Gentleman tells us it is: How elſe ſhould a Meri- 


dian Ray fall, as he himſelf does (in that reſpect truly) deſcribe 


it? 1. e. obliquely between the Pillars that go along one ſide of 
the great Nave, and ſo as but barely to find a Paſſage between 
them: Whereas, if the Church ſtood almoſt Eaſt and Weſt, the 
Ray would take its Courſe [with ſome Obliquity] acroſs the Body 
of the Church. The Rays enter into the Church through a Hole 
in the Roof of the Side-Iſle: The Line on which they fall be- 
gins in that Iſle directly, under the Hole, and ends at the bottom

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Border of white Marble on each fide of it, laid in the Pavement; 
and has Diviſions upon it for all the Degrees of the Ecliptick; 


and the ſeveral Signs are marked, and every tenth Degree of each 
numbred. The Height of the Hole above the Floor is about ninety 
Foot Engliſb, as I gathered from a Meaſure, cut in the Wall, 
which is expreſs d to be the one hundredth part of the Height of the 
Hole; the Length of the Meaſure is ten Inches Engliſb, and about 
fix Eighths of an Inch. One end of the Line is, as I have obſer- 
ved, directly under the Hole, at the point upon which a Line let 
down from the Hole perpendicularly to the Floor, would fall; and 
for thirty five foot from thence has none of the Diviſions or Marks 
above mentioned upon it: At that diſtance is the firſt Diviſion, 


and by it is cut the Mark for the Tropick of Cancer, becauſe 


when the Sun is in that Tropick, the middle of the Meridian-Ray 
falls on the Middle of the Line at that Diviſton; and as the Sun 
is then at ĩts greateſt height, that Point is nearer the Perpendicular 
of the Hole, than any other upon which a Ray of the Sun can 
ever fall. From thence to the Mark for the Tropick of Capricorn, 
which is at the Extremity of the other end of the Line, is a hun- 


dred and eighty ſeven Foot Engliſb, fo that the whole Line istwo 


hundred and twenty two Foot Engliſb long; whereof a hundred 
and eighty ſeven are graduated, for the Degrees of the Ecliptick, 
and the other thirty-five (as I have mentioned) are undivided. 
The uſual Characters of the ſeveral Signs are cut in the marble 
Borders, at the proper Diviſions, the aſcending Signs on the one 
fide of the copper Slip, and the deſcending on the other. You 
have here a Draught of that part of the Church where the Liftte

On each ſide is a ſort of Veſti- 

bulum (the Cieling painted in Freſco) which has an open Paſſage 

each way. Thro' theſe and the Portico's you may go quite 

round the Hall, Which goes up to the Top of the Houſe. 
There is a Cupola in the middle; at the Top of which is the 

Hour- Circle of aClock. Unicorns, Arms and Trophies are at 

each corner above. All the Ornaments are of Stucco, but Per- 

fectly reſembling Stone. 

There is a pair of ſtairs towards one corner, which leads to

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R piece of Work we ſaw (and 'tis an uncommon 
one) a Portico of three Miles in Length, which goes from one 
of the City-Gates along a Flat of a Mile and a half, and from 
thence for a Mile and a half more up an Aſcent c 
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Church on the top of a Hill, where is lodg'd a Piqute of the 
Bleſſed Virgin, pretended to have been — by S. Luke. 
Tis for the ſake of this Santa Imagine (as they call it) that this 
Portico was built, to make the Proceſſions along it, in devotion 
to that Image, which is not at any time to be ſeen without a great 
deal of Apparatus, lighting great number of Wax - Tapers, &c. 
tho the Sun ſhine at the ſame time upon it, as it did when we 
ſaw it. The Devout look upon it kneeling, and have a Set of 
Prayers uſual upon the Occaſion. ; 

This Portico. was built by. voluntary. Contribditions 3 many 
of the Arches were dane wholly at the Expence of the Nobility, 
and are diſtinguiſhed by the Arms of the Builder, which are paint- 
ed within them, and are repeated in every Arch where the ſame 
_ Perſon built ſeveral... The; meaneſt Artificers, the Oſtlers in 
Inns, and other Servants, have alſo done their Quota, which is 
likewiſe diſtinguiſh'd by Inſcriptions, . and ſome Device under 
each Arch inffcadof a Coat of Arms. At certain diſtances arc 
little Chapels or Oratories, withdevotional Pictures in Freſco.

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From the Top of the Dome we had a full View of the great 
Plain around the City; the neareſt Hill we ſaw, they told us, 
Was above thirty Miles off: Others, to which the Plain extends 
itſelf, are vaſtly further. The City is almoſt circular, and has 
been fortified all round, having a large Caſtle on one ſide. Tho 
ſo large a City, it has not what one can properly call a Ri- 
ver; but it is water d by two Currents, to each of which 
they give the Name of Navile; one of them ſurrounds the 
Outſide, the other runs concentrical, within the Town. As 
theſe were brought thither by Art, ſo they are not very large, 
but, in the Manner they are diſpoſed, they do very well anſwer 
the Conveniency of the Place, eſpecially that within the Town. 

The Great Church, and the chief Place of the Tradeſmen, 

LPiag za de Mercants] are much about the Centre of the City; 
as if at the placing them they had in view the equal Conveniency 
of all the ſurrounding Inhabitants, both Wien regard to their 
ſpiritual and temporal Concerns. 

The Streets are generally broader than what are uſually found 
in the Cities of 1raly. The Houſes are not very fine on the out- 

ſide; nor are the People ſo fond of giving the better ſort of them 

the Title of Palazzo, as in other parts of Ttaly. The Gover- 
nour's Houſe is indeed diſtinguiſh d by that Name; tho' it has 
little title to it for any Beauty on its outſide; but it is very large, 
and has ſome good Apartments. In one part of it are held the 
Tribunals of Juſtice. His Excellency gives Audience as a 
Prince, ſtanding. Count Coloredo was Governour when we 
were there.

- The famous Dome, ſo much talk d of, diſappoints one a little Dome. 


at firſt ſight, the Front being not half finiſh'd, and the Floor 
within, above half way up the great Nave, being yet only pay'd 
with Brick; and Women are allow'd to have Stalls, and ſell 
Fruit there. A great deal of the reſt of the outſide is yet un- 
finiſh'd too; tho it was begun to be built Anno 1387, which is 
above three hundred and thirty Years ſince. Antonio Homo- 
dei was the Architect of it; as I found by a Medaglion of him 
in white Marble among other Ornaments, at the Top of the 
Church. The Architecture is Gothzck, but as rich and fine of the 


kind as can well be. It is all white Marble within and with- 


out; but Dirt and Smoke have pretty much chang d its Colour 
in the older parts: And for Ornaments, it is indeed ſurpriſing. 
Beſides above two hundred Statues of white Marble, ſome of 
them very good, which I counted, larger than the Life, that go 
round the two Sides and the Eaſt End, there are leſſer ones 
almoſt innumerable, about the Windows and other parts ; they 
are in one reſpect literally ſo, there being great numbers of them 
hid behind other Ornaments, and cloſeted up in Niches, ſome 
in perfect Cages, of what we call Tabernacle-Work : There are 
a multitude which cannot be ſeen at all, without going up to the 


Leads of the Side-Ifles ; and there you have them peeping out of 


every Corner by the Windows and Buttreſſes, together with 


other Ornaments of Baſſo-Relievo Figures and Foliage, perfect- 
ly curious in their kind, and finer ( think) than any below; as 


if they meant particularly to reward the Pains of thoſe who 
ſhould come up ſo high to ſee them. Beſides what is already 
ſpoke of, there are a great many large Carzatides, and a world 
of Figures in Grotcſque Attitudes, repreſenting Dragons, and I 
know not how many ſorts of Chimerical Fancies, about the 
Water-ſpouts and other parts.

The new Marble Covering is of large flat Stones, about three | 
Inches thick; the Joints are not covered, but well cemented to- 
gether, with a Mixture of Pitch, Oil, and pounded Marble, 'and' 
there is a narrow Border left round 'the Edge of each Stone, 
whereby the Joint becomes the higheſt part; this is to prevent 
the Wet from reſting there. And as this Marble Covering can- 
not ſo well conform with the Shape of the ſeveral Vaults which 
form the Roof of the Church, the Outſides of the Vaults are rai- 
ſed with Brick, to bring the Work to an even ſlope, or hanging 
level, at the Surface: By which means there is a very unequal 
Preſſure, there being a vaſt Thickneſs of Bricks in the lower 
parts, and by a gradual Diminution they end in nothing at the Top. 

Count Forieri, a Nobleman of Milan, a great Virtuoſo, ſhew'd 
us one day two old original Deſigns of the Architect | Homodes] 
for the Front; but they have neither of them been follow'd in 
the Work itſelf; and the later Directors of it have ſtudied a Re- 
finement in the Taſte of Architecture, by making the Pilaſters, 
Door-caſes, and ſuch Window. caſes as are done, ſomewhat in 
the Greek Way inſtead of Gothick : But it ſeems not to have ſo 
good an Effect as they propos d for the Work is now not of a 
piece: This is, varias inducere formas, the very thing that Ho- 
race warns Com 2 of all kinds to avoid.

| e ion he ſhut againſt the Emperor, they ſhew'd us at an- 
other Church, built (as they ſay) by S. Ambroſe, and ſince dedi- 
cated to him. So much of the Floor as is pay'd with Marble, is 
indeed yery fine. More than half of the whole Church is done ; 
but they do not go on with it now, nor have they in the me- 
mory of any Man living. The Capitals of the Columns are ſet 
round with Niches of ſpired Tabernacle-Work, and many of 
them are fill'd with Statues. The whole Number within and 


without the Church is ſaid to be four thouſand four hundred; 


and they are ſtill making new ones to ſupply the vacant Niches. 
The moſt celebrated of all is one of S. Bartholomew, which 

was once on the Outſide, but is now plac'd on a Pedeſtal within 

the Church. It is indeed a fine Piece of Sculpture, the Muſcles 


all firmly expreſs'd ; for the Saint is intirely ſtript of his Skin, 


which is flung as a looſe Drapery over ſome parts of him. Marco 
Ferrerio, called Agrate, was the Author of it; and they have 
written under it,

Over the Choir, high i in the Roof, is preſerved what they a 
is a Nail of the Croſs, in a Caſe of Cryſtal, plac'd in the Center 
of a Sun of gilt Metal, with Angels of the ſame Material among 
the Rays; ſome with. Veſſels of Incenſe ; others, with the other 
Inſtruments of the Paſſion. Under the Choir is a Grotta-Chapel, 
where are depoſited the Relicks of ſome Martyrs. Lamps arc 
continually burning there. But the moſt precious Relique of 
that kind is the Body of S. Carlo, which is kept with great 


Veneration in another ſubterraneous Chapel which has a Com- 


munication with that laſt mentioned. In the Church, juſt un- 
der the Cupola, there is an Opening thro the Floor into this 
Chapel; the Opening is cover d with a Grate of Wire, and has 
A Parapet-Wall round it, as if it were a Well; it is all ſurround- 
ed with great Silver Lamps, and has a Canopy over it, hanging 
from the Crown of the Cupola: The ordinary one is changed

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for a very rich one, on the Feaſt-Day of the Saint. When- 
ever I came into the Church, I always found People at their 
Prayers before the Shrine of the Saint; and I obſerv'd upon the 
Wire-work, which covers the Opening, ſeveral ſmall pieces of 
Money thrown there by the Devotees; which I was told is their 
Offering towards ſupplying the Lamps with Oil. The Win- 
dows of the Church are moſt of them of ſtain d Glaſs, like thoſe of 
King s. College Chapel in Cambridge. This Church is not incruſted, 
or caſed, as the moſt uſual way is, but built with ſolid Marble; 
except that there is ſome Brick-work in the middle of the very 
thickeſt Walls, as we ſaw in ſeveral of the unfiniſhed parts, when 
we were going up to the top of the Church; but there too the 
Marble was of a conſiderable Thickneſs and Strength.

à hundred thouſand Crowns. Ten thouſand Lire (about two 


thouſand five hundred Pounds Sterling) were not long ſince be- 
queath'd to it by a Charcoal-Merchant, All Proviſions coming 
thither are free from Tax or Toll. It is placed juſt by the ſide 
of one of the Naviles, out of which there is not only Water 
conveyed to all the Offices with great Convenience, but likewiſe 
a Stream conſtantly running to receive and carry off all the Filth.

Prom this Height we ſaw the whole City of Breſcza lying juſt 
under us, in a Figure almoſt ſquare, the Caſtle making one cor- 


ner. The Inhabitants compare it to à Cloak” ſpread; and the 


Caſtle to the Neck- part: but, if ſuch a Compariſon muſt be 
made, it would better ſuit with Milan, which approaches more 
towards a round Figure. We met with a Dutchman in the 
Caſtle that had been in England but fix Months, when King 
Milliam came firſt over, and in that time learnt Engliſb per- 
fectly, and retains it (tho he has never been here ſince) ſo 2 to 
ſpeak it very intelligibly (till. 

By what I ſaw of the Fire-Arms in Ble, I think thoſe of 
London outdo them as to their outward look; but they talk 
much at' Italiano of the Temper of the Barrels. 

There are abundance of People, in Breſcia particularly, as 
inan the Towns near the Alps, with vaſt Swellings or Excreſceti- 


ces on their Throats, whic hey call Goſcie ; they are ſuppoſed 


to be occaſioned by the Waters which they drink, having a good 
deal of the melted Snows among them. A Lump as big as one's 
Fiſt is reckon d a moderate one. I have ſeen ſome as big as one's 
Head, and have been told that there are Perſons in Breſtia that 
have em reaching down to the middle of their Stomach. I 
heard there of one Woman who had ſeven about her Throat, 
each as big as an ordinary Egg and orf two Men who have em 
behind, reaching to the middle of their Shoulders: Thoſe of the 
largeſt” Size they keep up with Bandages. One, who by acci- 
dent was ſhot thro his Goſcia, was carried to the Hoſpital, had 
his Wound cur d, and the Geſcia went away. The ordinary 


Method whereby they endeavour the removing them, is to take 


Powder of burnt Spunge with White Wine; ſome take it with 
Vinegar, which is eſteem d more prevalent. I ſaw one Woman, 
who told me ſhe had her's entirely remoy'd by that means; but 
with many it fails. It ſeems to be a Miſtake in thoſe who 
write: that they are eſteemed as Ornaments. Thoſe that have 
them are willing to make the beſt of them; but by the Methods 
they uſe to remove them, tis plain they would rather be rid of 
them. There are ſome places indeed where they are ſo general, 


chat it is a Rarity to ſee one without them; and in ſuch places 


they cannot be eſteemed ſo great Blemiſhes, as clſewhere. I

He faid, 
no, but that there was the ſame Senſibility and Feeling in that 
part, notwithſtanding the Swelling, as when it is not ſwell'd at 
all. We ſee as many of them in Milan, as in the Towns 
nearer the Alps; not that the Natives are ſo ſubject to them, 
but great numbers of People come thither out of other Towns, 
and the adjacent Country.

Glimpſes of Light; which they would have you believe to be 
miraculous, affirming, that there is no natural Cauſe of Light in 
the Place; but it is a ſuſpicious Sign, that no body is admitted 
to go in: Such as have been ſo hardy as to venture, have al- 
ways died (they ſay) before the Year's end. | 

In the ſecond Poſt from Breſcia, we paſs d thro' Donardo, a 
little wall'd Town, and ſoon after that, thro Deſengano, a fair 
and pleaſant Town by the ſide of the great Lago di Guarda, the 
Benacus of the Antients. This Lake abounds with an excellent 
Fiſh they call Carpione, in Look and Taſte much like a Trout, 
not Carp, as ſome have written. We coaſted along this Lake, 


tho' not always very near it, for about eight Miles, to Peſthzera, 
a fortified City. Not far from thence we paſſed by Ferry 


over the Mincio, which runs out of the Lake, to Mumua, and 
fo into the Po: The Ferry-man's Houſe ſtands on Poſts in the 


middle of the River; for equal Convenience of hearing People 


that call on either ſide. N 

We obſerved a great Difference as to the Forwardneſs of the 
Vines between Bergamo and Breſcia, and of thoſe between Bre. 
ſcia and Verona; the former were a great deal the forwarder.

T is five Poſts and a half from Breſcia to Verona. The moſt” 
noted Antiquity of this City is its Amphitheatre, whoſe 
de is the moſt intire of any now in being. The Yenetians 
have reſtored ſuch of the Seats as were ruinated, to the Con- 
dition-they were antiently in ; and continue to keep them in re- 
pair: On the outſide there went round ſeveral Porticoes, one 
over another, and above them another Order of Work, a fort of 
Attic, wherein were. Archics for the Windows, over the ſeveral 
Arches of the Porticoes, to give light into the Amphitheatre, 
above the Seats which roſe as high as the bottom of that Attic; 
for when the Amphitheatre had its Canvaſs Covering ſtretch'd 
i over 
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| 3 © ._over-it, Windows on the Sides. ere nn The outſide 
| Shell, or outermoſt Circle of- Pilaſters and Arches, is all deſtroy- 
cd;. "Except. a little at one end, which contains the Space of our 
1 Windows or Arches in breadth; but by theſe Remains one may 
Yi form a perfect Idea of the Whole pp Shell of: the Amphi- 
| theatre. The next circular Row of Arches and Pilaſters, which, 
with thoſe in the outer Shell, formed the outmoſt Porticoes or 
Torridores round the Amphitheatre, one over another, are ſtill 
remaining; there are two Heights of them. The Steps, or 
Seats, . which go quite round the Area, are forty four in number, 
now viſible above ground, as I counted them, tho ſome; have 
mentioned them to be but forty two: They there ſay, that ſome 
more are buried within the Ground; but I cannot caſily believe 
it; for the greateſt Height of any of the Steps, above that next 
below it, is not quite cighteen Inches, and that which is now 
the loweſt of thoſe that are viſible is two. foot and a half above the 
Ground; and therefore judge it to be the loweſt of all, and that 
its Height was much more than what we now ſee of it, and that 
the reſt is now. buried within the Ground: for when the Am- 
phitheatre-was made uſe of, the bottom Step, or Podium, on 
which the loweſt Rank of Spectators ſet their Feet, muſt have 
been at a far greater Fleighrabove the Arena, than the other Reps

us to have dug away ſome of the Earth, to try how it was within 
the Ground, but he told me he durſt not, nor would the Promiſe 
of a good Gratuity induce him to venture. I meaſur'd ſeveral 
of the Steps, and found the height of them from fifteen to ſeven · 
teen Inches; and the depth of the Seat from two foot three to 
two foot ſix Inches: This difference of two or three Inches in 
the Heights of the upper Steps might poſſibly be accidental; but 
that the Height of the loweſt, as it: appears even above the 
Ground, ſhould exceed the Height of any of the reft, a whole 
foot and more, muſt have been with deſign.

and forty Ranks of Seats, according to Carottis Computation, 
(who is quoted as a Meaſurer and Computer, both by Panvini 


and Torelli) would contain three and twenty thouſand a hundred 
and eighty four Perſons, allowing a foot and half to each Per- 


ſon. The Foot of Verona is above an Inch longer than ours. 


In the middle of the Arena is a deep Hole, like a little Well, 


where they told me was antiently fixed a great Pole, or Maſt, to 
ſupport the middle of the Canvaſs or Silk Covering, which was 
extended all over the top of the Amphitheatre, to defend the 
People from the Sun-beams. ' There went three Galleries or 
Corridotes, round the Area of the Amphitheatre ; one is de- 
ſtroyed by the Ruin of the ontward Shell, which formed one ſide 
of it: The other two. go under the Steps or Seats, and are yault- 


ed in the Top, but many parts of them are now filled with Rub- 
biſh. There were Paſſages from one of theſe Galleries to an- 


other, and from the innermoſt of them to the Arena: I was in 


one of theſe Galleries that remain, and obſerved, that on the

Virtuoſo in Rotterdam. There is a Picture in one of the Rooms, 
of M. Curius, rejecting the Gold of the Sammites, and under it 
is written Marius Kurius Burg homaſter van Rome, [of Rome. 
They ſhew'd us a Chamber where People arc marricd, in pre- 
1 ſence of the Magiſtrates; that is, thoſe that are not of the Com- 
= munion of that Country, and whom therefore their Prieſt can- 
. not marry, and ſo they are married before the Magiſtrate. 
Another Chamber there is, out of which Criminals, condem- 
ned to die, are conducted through a Balcony to a Scaffold erected 
before it, upon which they are executed. In the Marble Floor 
are Swords inlaid, and other Devices relating to the Execution 
of Juſtice, and the Power of the Magiſtrate, Higher yet, in 
another Story, they ſhew'd us an Armory, where they told us 
were Arms for eighty thouſand Men: they did not make the Ap- 
pearance of ſuch a Number; they were indeed not ſeen to ad- 
vantage, being all cup-boarded up. There are ſome old Suits 
of Armour, placd in Ranks in an open Chamber, but nothing 
There are Chimes in this Stad7-Houſe which are much cele- 
brated; there are thirty-ſix Bells and ſixty Hammers. Tunes go 
upon them at every Hour, and every Quarter; theſe 15 TN

formed for ths moſt part by Clock-workz but there are ſome 


_ certain times, at which a Man plays Tunes upon them by the

There is a fine View of the City, and of the Harbour from 

the higheſt — of this Building: the Ships do as it were em- 

brace one ſide of the Town, and Wind-Mills the other. 
Under the Stadt- Houſè are the Priſons, out of which they 

look through ſtrong double Grates into a Paſſage that goes round; 

on the outſide of which is a ſtrong Wall; beyond that again, 
18 is the general Out- Wall of the Building. 

In the Torture-Room, they ſhew'd the Ropes for ſtretch- 


ing, vaſt Weights to hang at the Toes, and Machines for Squee- 


zing. There is a Whipping-Poſt in the ſame Room, to which 
the Criminal's Hands are tied, with an iron Hoop for his Middle, 


and others for the Ancles. There is a Leather to defend Wo- 


mens Breaſts. There are Tables, and other Conveniencies, at 
a little diſtance, in the ſame Room, where they write the Con- 
feſſions. Cloſe by, there is a Room to ſtrip thoſe who are to 


be whip'd, whence come out the Men only in their Breeches, 


and the Women only in their Petticoat and Breaſt- piece. The 
whole is a vaſt Pile of Building; and it is hard to conceive 
| how it was-poſlible +to-make'a Foundation here to ſupport it, 
where the Ground is not firm enough to bear an ordinary Dwel- 
ling-Houſe, without driving in Piles to ſet it upon. Mr. Eve- 
yn, in his Diſcourſe of Foreſt-Trees, Ch. xx11. tells us, that 
there are no fewer than thirteen thouſand ſix hundred and 
fifty nine great Maſts of Fir driven into the Ground, to make 
the Foundation of this S7adr-Howſe. 


The Spin-Houſe, which Strangers are generally taken to ſee, $pin-Houſe. 


is a handſome Building. A little before we were there, ſuch 
Enormities had been committed in the Muſick-Houſes, that they 
were put down; and at the ſame time a Draught was made, 
from amongſt thoſe that frequented them, to be diſpoſed of in 
the Spin- houſe. There the Laſſes fate very orderly at work;

There are in the United Provinces three Towns of Refuge, 
call'd (as I remember) Melſtein, Lianen, and Cuilemburg. Theſe 
were once an AH lum to all Offenders, as we were told, and 


are ſtill ſo to ſome 5 but the moſt enormous, as Murderers, 


Burners of Houſes, &c. have now no Refuge in them. We 
paſsd in ſight of the firſt of em in our return from Tergauu to 
Rotterdam. PET 77. 
The Criminals in Holland are executed in the great Towns, 
immediately after Sentence, without being remanded to priſon, 
as with us, and in preſence of the Magiſtrates; for which pur- 
poſe Scaffolds are erected, adjoining to the Town-Houſes, and 
are generally removed when the Execution is over; but in ſome 
they remain, as at Haarlem, Tergauw, &c. and where they do 
ſo, we were told it is an Indication that no perſon was ever 
known to have ſuffer d wrongfully in ſuch places. If this be 
really the Caſe, it ſeems a ſort of Slur upon the others; therefore 
I would rather ſuppoſe they have ſome other Reaſon for it. As 
ſoon as the Execution is over, the Bodies are carried out of 
town, and expos d near the publick Road in ſuch manner as they 
were executed, whether on Gallows or Wheel, '&c. and there 
they remain till they rot away: Andit is the ſame in Germany. 
But I have been told, that thoſe that are beheaded 'are buried, 
without being expoſed. The Women are not hang'd, but 
ſtrangled : the Manner is thus; the Woman is placed with her 
Back up to a Poſt, and a Cord is put about her Neck, and drawn 
through a hole in the Poſt, and there twiſted with a Stick, till

the hard Lot of a poor young Fellow there to be oblig d to ſtrangle 
his own Sweetheart: His Love, and Concern; and Reluctancy 
ſo diſtracted and enfeebled him, that he was much unable to 
perform his Office, and ſo put the poor Creature to twice the 
pain that one who had loy'd her leſs would have done.
